To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

So  far  as  the  various  rates  are  concerned  there  is  little  remark- 
able. At  first  sight  it  may  seem  disappointing  that  the  infant 
mortality  and  perinatal  mortality  rates  have  risen  but  the  rise  is 
small  and  not  significant.  There  is  little  change  in  birth  rate  and  death 
rate  although  the  population  has  increased  and  attention  is  drawn 
to  the  considerable  rise  in  population  over  the  previous  ten  years 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease,  and  a notable 
freedom  from  serious  infectious  disease.  While  there  was  an  increase 
in  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  figure  is  still  well 
below  the  previous  average,  and  does  not  interrupt  the  downward 
trend.  Despite  this  low  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
here,  not  for  many  years  has  the  attention  of  the  public  been  given 
so  seriously  to  the  possibility  of  serious  epidemic,  because  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  there  were  occurring  outbreaks  of 
smallpox  in  England  and  Wales,  62  cases  in  all,  of  whom  24  died 
of  the  disease.  There  was  considerable  demand  for  vaccination. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  remembered  and  that  parents 
will  secure  primary  vaccination  for  their  children  at  the  best  time 
for  this,  which  is  when  they  are  in  their  second  year  of  life. 

It  should  be  emphasised  again  that  it  is  not  sufficient  to  seek 
protection  against  such  diseases  after  it  becomes  known  that  cases 
are  occurring.  Time  should  be  allowed  for  the  development  of  a 
worth  while  degree  of  immunity.  It  is  a great  pity  that  more  parents 
do  not  avail  themselves  of  the  excellent  facilities  which  exist  for 
the  immunisation  of  their  children. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  and  the  improvement  of  existing 
houses  has  continued  steadily. 
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During  the  year  there  occurred  (on  September  16th)  a very  sad 
event,  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Taylor,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
Mr.  Taylor  served  this  District  as  Chief  Inspector  for  II  years  and 
before  that  for  4 years  as  District  Inspector  from  his  appointment 
as  such  in  August  1947.  He  was  widely  known  and  respected,  a 
personal  friend  to  all  in  the  Department  and  his  presence  greatly 
missed.  Mr.  Taylor  had  been  absent  ill  for  four  months  Defore  he 
died  and  I welcome  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Mr.  Brewer  and  Mr.  Moorhouse  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  work  and  the  many  difficulties 
overcome  during  the  period. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  for  your 
support  and  encouragement  during  the  year,  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation.

377  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  205  males  and  172 
females.  The  number  in  1961  was  371.  The  death  rate  (adjusted) 
of  12.9  is  little  change  from  that  of  the  previous  year  (13.0). 

The  rate  for  County  Durham  is  11.6,  and  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  11.9  (Tables  I and  II). 

Individual  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Table  III. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  accounted  for  160  of  the 
deaths  registered  or  42%  of  all  deaths  registered.  In  1961  the 
figure  was  36%. 

Cancer  accounted  for  68  of  the  deaths,  which  represents  18% 
of  all  deaths.  In  1961  the  figure  was  18%.  The  deaths  from  Cancer  in 
all  forms  is  0.35  per  1,000  population.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  2.2. 


There  were  13  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  (8  in  1961)  which  repre- 
sents a rate  of  0.35  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  Durham 
County  is  0.45  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  0.5. 

4 deaths""  were  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  were  recorded 
from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

The  rate  for  1962  is  26.4  and  is  higher  than  that  for  1961  (17.0 
which  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  this  District. 

The  rate  for  Durham  County  is  26.07  and  for  England  and 
Wales  it  is  as  in  1961,  when  the  rate  of  21.6  was  the  lowest  ever 
recorded. 

17  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  10  of 
whom  were  less  than  one  week  old. 

There  were  16  deaths  of  ''  legitimate  ” children  representing 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  26.1  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births, 
(15.5  in  1961). 

One  illegitimate  child  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age. 
This  gives  a rate  of  59.0  infant  deaths  per  1,000  illegitimate  births 
(Owing  to  the  very  small  number  this  rate  should  be  interpreted 
with  caution).

These  numbers  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  rates 
given  in  Table  II  and  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  assessing  the  change 
in  the  rate  over  the  years. 

Too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate 
owing  to  the  comparatively  small  numbers  of  deaths  each  year. 

Neo-Natal  Mortality  (deaths  occurring  in  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life). 

There  were  14  deaths  of  children  under  one  month  of  age  which 
represents  a rate  of  21.7  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1961  there  were 
7 deaths  giving  a rate  of  10.8.  The  rate  for  Durham  County  is 
19.3  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  15.1.

During  1 962  there  were  1 2 stillbirths  and  10  deaths  of  children 
under  1 week  old.  This  gives  a rate  of  33.5  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  The  rate  for  1961  was  33.2. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate — the  combined  still  births  and 
deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  per  1,000  live  and  still  births — is

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  involving  Section  47 
relating  to  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  urgent  care  and  attention. 
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Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service  which  was  commenced  during  1957,  has  the  aim 
of  helping  elderly  sick  people  in  the  area.  It  is  provided  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local 
Health  Authority  acting  in  conjunction. 

Section  C. — 1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  provides  a piped  water 
supply  of  good  quality  to  most  of  the  District,  the  properties  served 
being  directly  connected  to  the  public  water  mains,  there  being  no 
stand-pipes. 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1902  the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Water 
Board,  Mr.  A.  C.  Wildsmith,  points  out  that  consumption  over  the 
area  of  the  Board’s  supply  has  increased  by  over  25%  in  the  past 
hve  years. 

Local  supply  difficulties  occurred  in  some  areas  and  as  he  has 
pointed  out  before,  are  likely  to  be  frequent  occurrences  until  the 
advent  of  the  new  Derwent  supply. 

, The  supply  by  the  Board  (over  its  whole  area)  amounted  to 
daily  consumption  per  head  of  population  of  23.74  gallons  unmetered 
and  12.28  gallons  metered  (trade). 

Regarding  bacteriological  examination  of  the  Board’s  supply 
the  following  figures  are  also  taken  from  his  report  : —

There  are  7 other  supplies  throughout  the  District  to  properties 
mainly  spring  or  well  sources,  in  some  cases  collected  to  reservoirs, 
although  in  one^nstance  there  is  roof  collection  of  rainwater. 

In  the  cases  of  spring  and  well  supplies  the  occupants  are 
advised  to  boil  the  water  consumed.

[a)  Coxhoe  and  Bowburn  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

An  informal  inquiry  was  held  on  13th  Februar}^  1951,  when  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  was  £137,700. 

Approval  for  the  whole  scheme  was  granted  August,  1960,  and 
work  commenced  in  October  of  that  year.  At  the  end  of  1962 
approximately  80%  of  the  work  was  completed. 

(5)  Belmont  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

An  informal  inquiry  by  the  Minister’s  Engineering  Inspector 
was  held  on  30th  April,  1958.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  is  estimated  at 
£110,383. 
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Approval  to  the  scheme  was  granted  in  June,  1960,  In 
December,  1962  approximately  98 J%  of  the  work  was  completed. 

(c)  Bearpark  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

The  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  held  an  informal  inquiry  into  the  scheme  for 
these  works  on  8th  January,  1960,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £45,622. 
xkpproval  was  given  in  December,  1961  to  the  scheme  and  work 
commenced  during  March,  1962  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  approxi- 
mately 53%  was  completed. 

(d)  Kimhlesworth  sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Joint  Scheme  with 

Chester -le-Street  R.D.C. 

x\n  informal  inquiry  was  held  on  22nd  July,  1959,  by  the 
Ministry’s  Engineering  Inspector. 

Ministry  approval  was  granted  in  December,  1961  and  work 
was  commenced  in  March,  1962  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £49,680, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  48%  of  the  work  was 
Completed. 

(e)  Witton  Gilbert  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

' The  estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £24,168. 

(/)  Sherburn  Hill  Sewer  from  George  Street,  Churchill  Terrace  to 
Jubilee  Crescent. 

Ministry  approval  was  given  to  this  scheme  on  13th  December, 

1961  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,717.  Work  commenced  in  October, 

1962  and  was  completed  in  December,  1962. 

(g)  Pity  Me  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

The  Estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £48,637. 

3.  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Throughout  the  year  records  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  the 
use  of  three  deposit  gauges  continued  to  be  kept  in  the  area  of  one 
specific  industrial  source  of  dust. 

The  general  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  of  1956  remains  to  be  undertaken.

There  are  177  ash  closets  and  13  ash  pit-privies  in  the  District, 
the  majority  of  which  are  in  houses  scheduled  for  clearance  and 
demolition  and  houses  in  outlaying  parts  of  the  District  with  no 
sewage  facilities. 

9 conversions  to  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  making  a post-war  total  of  517.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  11,160  out  of  a total  of  11,350  on  the  water-carriage 
system  which  represents  approximately  98.3%. 

17  ashclosets  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

The  comment  made  in  previous  years  on  this  matter  is  still 
applicable,  namely  that  it  need  hardly  be  said  that  whenever 
possible  ashclosets  and  ashpit  privies  should  be  replaced  by  a more 
modern  sustem.  It  is  incongruous,  for  example,  to  hnd  them  adjacent 
to  fine  Council  housing  estates  in  which  every  house  has  water-borne 
sanitation,  and  where  their  existence  seems  doubly  offensive  and 
dangerous  by  comparison,  and  indeed,  may  detract  to  some  extent 
from  the  good  conditions  provided  in  the  housing  estate.  As  the 
numbers  above  indicate,  good  progress  has  continued  although  it 
will  be  difficult  to  maintain,  as  many  of  those  which  are  left  present 
special  problems. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continued  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  some  outlaying  farms  which  were  let  on  contract 
to  the  several  occupiers. 

A fleet  of  10  Karrier  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  with  a comple- 
ment of  9 driver-fillers  and  27  labourer-hllers  was  employed  in 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  In  addition  a Tractor  was 
employed  full  time  keeping  the  refuse  tips  in  order. 

Trade  refuse  was  removed  from  factories,  canteens  and  various 
shops  on  a rechargeable  basis. 

6.  Rodent  Control. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  were  canned  out  at  the  Councihs 
Sewers  and  Sewage  Works  during  the  year. 
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22  inspections  were  made  of  the  Coimcil’s  properties  (apart 
from  Council  lioiises)  and  treatments  were  given  with  satisfactory 
results. 

137  dwelling  houses  were  found  to  be  infested,  98  with  rats 
and  37  witii  mice.  411  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  success- 
ful treatment  at  these  premises. 

21  business  premises  were  treated  during  the  year  entailing 
42  visits. 

24  contracts  were  entered  into,  with  owners  or  occupiers  of 
agricultural  holdings,  to  carry  out  a minimum  of  two  treatments 
per  year  at  a fixed  price.

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Section  D. — Housing. 

During  the  year  80  houses  were  built  by  the  Council,  located 
as  shown  in  the  Table  on  the  preceding  page. 

126  houses  were  built  by  private  owners. 

28  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal  action  under 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

As  a result  of  formal  action  2 houses  w^ere  made  fit  by  the  owmers. 

40  demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  making  a 
post-war  total  of  838.  5 properties  were  the  subject  of  a Clearance 
Order. 

9 houses,  subject  to  demolition  orders,  were  demolished  and 
63  persons  were  displaced.  2 houses  subject  to  Closing  Orders 
were  closed  and  9 persons  displaced. 

Overcrowding. 

3 new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  revealed  during  the  year. 
Three  families,  comprising  22  persons,  living  in  overcrowded  con- 
ditions were  rehoused. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  known  number  of  overcrowded 
houses  was  51  (52  at  the  end  of  1961). 

Rehousing. 

17  families  were  rehoused  from  houses  subject  to  demolition 
order,  11  families  from  premises  subject  to  Clearance  Order  and  2 
from  houses  subject  to  Closing  Order. 

Included  in  the  Council’s  scheme  for  rehousing  is  the  provision 
for  priority  to  be  given  to  families  in  which  there  is  a case  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents 
that  rehousing  would  be  beneficial.  There  is  a residential  qualifi- 
cation of  one  year.  One  family  was  rehoused  under  this  category 
during  the  year. 

The  scheme,  without  doubt,  is  a most  beneficial  provision  in 
this  disease  where  the  relationship  with  housing  conditions  is 
considered  to  be  close. 

Alterations  to  Council  Houses. 

A schente  is  in  operation  whereby  alterations  may  be  effected 
to  any  house  in  which  there  lives  a disabled  person,  alterations  which 
will  enable  that  person  more  easily  to  overcome  the  disability. 
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Examples  are,  the  extra  provision  of  handrails  to  staircases, 
ramps  in  place  of  steps  in  houses  where  there  is  a wheelchair,  bath 
seats,  fixed  handrails  besides  baths  and  waterclosets. 

This  Council  and  the  County  Council  each  contribute  50%  of 
the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  works  of  adaptation.  During  1962,  the 
Surveyor  to  the  Council,  Mr.  K.  G.  Miller,  carried  out  on  this  basis 
alterations  to  11  Council  houses. 

Under  the  above  Acts  the  Council  is  empowered  to  make 
Grants  to  owners  who  wish  to  improve  their  property.

Scarlet  Fever. 

14  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  compared  with 
2 in  1961.  Three  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  there  were 
no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough. 

9 cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year  (35 
in  1961).  One  notification  was  in  respect  of  a child  under  1 year 
of  age  and  2 aged  from  1 to  2 years.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
whooping  cough. 

Immunisation  against  the  disease  may  be  obtained  from  general 
medical  practitioners  and  local  health  authority  clinics.  It  may 
be  in  the  form  of  a combined  injection  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
also. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

As  in  the  previous  two  years  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the 
District. 

During  the  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued 
by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  under  their  own  arrange- 
ments and  at  clinic  sessions  arranged  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres.

The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by 
post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further 
propaganda  regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched 
when  children  are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months. 
All  such  propaganda  gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for 
vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  tables  of  diphtheria  immunisation  show  that  records  were 
received  of  365  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  having  received 
a full  course  of  primary  immunisation  during  the  year,  compared 
with  503  during  1961.  25  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15 
years  received  primary  injections.  125  children  received  booster 
injections  during  the  year. 

Acute  Pneumonia. 

12  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  15  lor  the  previous  year.  21  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneu- 
monia (18  in  1961). 

Dysentery. 

No  cases,  as  in  the  previous  year,  were  notified. 
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Paratyphoid  Fever. 

For  the  sixth  consecutive  year  there  were  no  cases  of  paratyphoid 
fever.
